East-West differences on Yugo- 
slavia’s claims for 800 square 
miles of southern Austria have 
been a principal stumbling bloc 
in nearly three years of negotiat- 
ing for an Austrian treaty. 

No Decision Taken. 


Meeting in London's historic

no decision on Russia's suggestion 
that Tugoslavia's claims be heard 
and adjourned until tomorrow, 

The official British observer at 
the conference said the three 
western deputies expressed “grave 
doubts” whether a hearing of Tu- 
goslavia’s claims would serve any 
useful purpose.

A petition signed by 16 Sena- 
tors could force a vote ‘on 
whether to restrict debate. 


As Senate rules now stand, there 
are some situations in which no 
limit can be placed on debate. So 
a small group of Senators can 
keep talking and prevent a vote 
on a bill. 

Southerners have used such tac- 
tics in the past to prevent a vote 
on anti-lynching, anti-poll tax and 
similar measures now included in 
President Truman’s civil rights 
program. 

Senators Stennis of Mississippi, 
Long of Louisiana and Hunt of 
Wyoming, all Democrats, voted 
against the rules change in com- 
mittee. 

The proposal, offered by Hayden 
and Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, will 
be subject to debate in the Senate.

Instead, the convention adopted 
a resolution calling for continued 
operation of the lines, which have 
headquarters in St. Louis, as a 
government venture until “private 
interests are willing and able to 
care for the water transportation 
needs of the communities of the | 
entire Mississippi valley.” 

The effort to introduce the re- 
strictive resolution was made by 
private barge line operators. Op- 
position of the small shippers to 
the proposal, however, resulted in 
the decision of the resolutions 
committee to table it. 

Pick-Sloan Plan Indorsed. | 

As expected, the convention 
went on record in favor of the 
Pick-Sloan plan and against the | 
Missouri Valley Administration 
for development of the Missouri 
river basin. 

The resolution stated that 
“these authorities and administra- 
tions become very. quickly. super- | 
states.” It contained a recom- 
mendation that Congress 
legislation providing for valley 
control ‘by @ agencies, par- 
ticularly’ "the Army Corps of Engi- 
.néers and the Bureau of Recla- 
‘mation. 

Opposition to the construction 
of steam electric generating plants 
by the Federal Government for | 
production. of commercial power 
was expressed in another resolu- 
tion approved by the convention. 
Specifically mentioned was the 
construction of a steam plant by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
at New Johnsonville, Tenn.

Gov. Dewey addressed himself last night to 
the dilemma in which the Republican party finds 


itself. He attempted to map out a policy course 
for the future and, in doing so, he said some 
bold and striking things. But whether he hit 


upon a recipe for G. O. P. political success, only 

The Governor made the sensational statement 
in contrast to his unity theme of last fall— 
that “the Republican party is split wide open. 
It has been split wide open for years but we 
have tried to gloss it over.” Then he paid his 
scant respect to those Republicans who oppose 
all such New Deal measures as social security 
and slum clearance, and added: “These people 
believe in a laissez-faire society and look back 
wistfully to the miscalled ‘good old days’ of the 
nineteenth century.” 

Gov. Dewey is hitting at a very large segment 
of his party there, including many of its most 
powerful supporters who will not easily forgive 
this attack. In fact, they think of themselves as 
the owners of the party. There are other G.O.P. 
extremists, the. Governor said, who embrace the 
whole New Deal and even want to go beyond it. 
For himself, he prefers a middle course. 

In describing this middle course, Gov. Dewey 
immediately treads debatable ground. In respect 
of foreign policy, he mentions only China. He 
bitterly criticizes the Administration for permit- 
ting China to fall into the hands of the Com- 
munists. Yet he fails to show how it could have 
been prevented, in view of the weak and corrupt 
instrument through which the State Department 
had to work—namely, the regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

On the domestic front, the Governor goes be- 

yond the old claim, made in every presidential 
campaign since 1940, that the G.O.P. can take 
the New Deal reforms and administer them bet- 
ter. He says in plain effect that the difference 
between the G.O.P. and the Democratic party is 
the difference between a free state and a slave 
state. We do not believe any reasonable person 
will take too seriously the accusation that Presi- 
dent Truman’s Administration is leading the 
country into slavery. 
Mr. Dewey makes much of the waste, incom- 
petence and inefficiency of government. Yet, as 
he spoke, the headlines of the nation’s news- 
papers were recording the most ambitious at- 
tempt in years to cure this condition. We refer 
to ex-President Hoover's gigantic reorganization 
plan which has President Truman’s strongly 
sympathetic support. It would have been time- 
ly and graceful for Gov.

There was thus a quality of emptiness when, 
in one of the closing parts of his address, the 
Governor said something with which no one can 
quarrel:

And when he attempted to rise to a further 
oratorical height by saying, “There can be no 
compromise with efforts which would abandon 
us to the tyranny of the few,” there could be 
nothing but hearty agreement with him. But it 
is just a little difficult to envision Harry Tru- 
man of Independence, Mo., heading a tyrannical 
oligarchy. 

The chief value of the Governor’s speech was 
his denunciation of the mossbacks, reactionaries 
and nineteenth century thinkers in his party— 
the Adam Smith worshipers.

If the Communist drive against the Catholic 
Church behind the Iron Curtain were to succeed, 
still another large European group, consisting 
largely of Slavs and Magyars, would in time be 
removed. That would leave the Latins, chiefly 
the Italians and the Spanish, as the main Euro- 
pean strength within the Catholic fold.

A native St. Louisan, Hecker 
was graduated from Central High 
School in 1901 and four years 
later received his Bachelor of 
Arts degree from Harvard Uni- 
versity, summa cum laude. He 
taught Latin, Greek, German and 
history in several eastern pre- 
paratory schoels until he went 
overseas in World War I with an 
Army intelligence unit.

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 9 (UP)— 
“Ad limina” visits of United 
States archbishops and bishops to 
the Vatican have been postponed 
until 1950 to correspond with the 
Roman Catholic church’s “holy 
year.” ‘ 

The visits had been scheduled 
for this year—by coincidence, the 
fiftieth anniversary year of the 
ordination of Pope Pius XII—but 
were delayed a year by ruling of 
the Sacred Consistorial Congrega- 
tion. 

Vatican sources said the Pope 
wished his jubilee year to pass 
“without external manifestations 
and to be devoted to prayer.” 
With the holy year requiring the 
presence Of archbishops and bish- 
ops in Rome next year, the Con- 
sistorial Congregation decided it 
best to postpone the required “ad 
limina” visits for 12 months. 

“Ad liminia” visits are required 
of all bishops and archbishops. 
Those who reside overseas are 
supposed to come to Rome every 
five years, those in Europe, every 
three years, and those in Italy, 
every year. 

Last year, German bishops and 
archbishops and those from the 
rest of central Europe had their 
turn. This year was to have 
been the turn of American and 
Far Eastern bishops and arch- 
bishops.

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Executive Council Ends 
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Act Repeal Called Im- 
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MIAMI, Fla. Feb. 9 (AP) — 
American Federation of Labor ex- 
ecutive council members prepared 
to return north today after indofs- 
ing almost every point in Presi- 
dent Truman’s Fair Deal legisla- 
tive program. The council meet- 
ing ended yesterday. 


President William Green told re- 
porters the AFL’s immediate goal 
in Congress was repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. He said the 
AFL would support restoring the 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service, now an independent 
agency, as part of the Department 
of Labor. Earlier the AFL had 
deen reported as neutral on the 
agency's status. Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor Ralph Wright made 
two flying visits to the council 
meeting. 


One respect in which the coun- 
eil differed with Truman's legis- 
lative proposals to Congress was 
— 9 control. Truman. has

Surprise Visit by Tobin.: . 


Secretary of Labor Maurice 
Tobin paid a surprise visit to AFL 
leaders today, He said he was in 
Florida only for a brief rest but 
his immediate huddles with AFL 
leaders indicated something more 
important. 


Two main points of 5 
in the Administration’s labor law 
proposal were considered likely 
points of discussion between Tobin 
and AFL leaders: 

1. Emergency strike sections 
of the proposed legislation lack- 
ing specific government power 
to obtain court injunctions: 

The proposed return of the 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service as an agency of the 
Department of Labor. It is now 
an independent agency. 

The emergency strike section of 
President Truman’s proposals-to 
repeal the Taft-Hartley Act and 
restore a modified form of the for- 
mer Wagner Act has stirred con- 
siderable controv sy. Opinions 
vary on whether the President ean 
obtain court injunctions to stop 
national emergency strikes under 
his constitutional powers or wheth- 
er such authority must be specifi- 
cally sanctioned by Congress. 

Machinists Still Out. 

Efforts Again failed to bring the 
machinists’ union back into the 
AFL. Green said the machinists’ 
and carpenters’ unions were un- 
able to solve a dispute over union 
jurisdictional rights. The Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists 
quit the AF'L three years ago and 
has remained independent. ; 

The council issued a statement 
calling on all AFL unions in Gan- 
ada to take “vigorous action” im- 
mediately to weed Communists 
out of Canadian labor unions. The 
statement followed a reported 
fight between rival factions in the 
Canadian Trades and Labor Con- 

gress. 
Pair Heard by Council. 

Percy Bengough, TLC president, 
reportedly declined to take a mili- 
tant stand to oust Red sympathiz 
ers from Canadian unions, as re- 
quested by Frank Hall, a TLC vice 
president and head of the AFI.

Symphony Percussionist,: Soloist This Week, Has Had It From Infancy — Also Bible Student

To the best of Conner’s 
knowledge these performances 
will establish a precedent. Paul 
Creston, the American composer, 
has ‘written a piece for marimba 
and orchestra and, back in the 
nineteenth century, Mendelssohn 
composed several solo numbers 
for a marimba-like instrument 
invented. by a musician. named 
Michael Gusikoff. 

The Milhaud concerto, however, 
will be the first of its kind to be 
presented at a major concert of 
a major symphony orchestra. And 
Conner is certain it will not be 
the last. He believes that the 
serious literature for these two in- 
struments is bound to 2 larger 
and that increasing technical facil- 
ity in performance will give them 
a. ter expressive range.

The club lead was ducked in dum- 
my and South ruffed away East's 
king. 

South saw that he would not 
even come close to his contract 
unless the heart ace was onside, 
so, without giving the opponents 
time to get set, South immediately 
led a heart toward the king. West 
was caught napping! He probably 
felt that putting up the ace might 
make matters easy for the de- 
clarer; at any rate, he ducked. It 
was a costly play! The heart king 
won, and South ruffed the club 
jack. He led a trump to the dum- 
my, cashed one top diamond, and 
ruffed a low diamond. A second 
trump lead to dummy then let him 
cash the other diamond trick and 
the club ace, after which he ruffed 
away the last diamond. 

Now another heart was led from 
the closed hand—and West was 
fixed. Forced to win with the 
blank ace of hearts, he had to re- 
turn a card that would permit 
declarer to ruff in one hand while 
he discarded the heart loser from 
the other hand. 

Obviously, if West had opened 
the heart ace, or played it at his 
next opportunity, declarer would’ 
have lost two heart tricks.
